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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reason for allowance. 

2. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 
1 340, 62 USPQ2d 1 1 51 , 1 1 54 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
the claimed terms as found on pages 1 -1 7 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings, ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 

3. The closest prior art Walker et al (U.S. Pat. No. 6,1 63,771 ) which discloses a 
mail-order based credit card fraud, both visa and MasterCard have deployed databases 
that allow a merchant to verify that a given credit card account number is connected to a 
specific billing address. However, Walker singularly or in combination fails to disclose 
the recited feature: 

4. As per claims 1 , 33, 34, and 45 "returning the relative risks of fraudulent activity 
associated with transaction, and whereby the shipment of the merchandise from the 
merchant to the purchaser is effected if the relative risks of fraudulent activity 
associated with the transaction is below the merchant's threshold".
